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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Group I (claims 1-35) in Paper No. 7 is 
acknowledged. 

2. Applicant's election without traverse of species (a)(1), (b)(3), and (c)(ii) in Paper No. 7 is 
acknowledged. 

3. Claims 21-24, 27-29, 31, 34, 36 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention (or species), there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in Paper No. 7. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1-20, 25, 26, 30, 32-33, 35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
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which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled 
in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. 

The above claims are inconsistent with the specification, in that the claims recite a film 
(and method of making said film) which contains a cap film monoaxially oriented in one 
direction which is then laminated to a polypropylene base layer monoaxially oriented in different 
direction (e.g., what is conventionally known as a cross-laminated film). However, the 
specification only describes a film (and method of making said film) which has a monoaxially 
oriented cap film adhered to a biaxially oriented polypropylene base layer, said base layer and 
cap film sharing one axis of orientation. 

7. Claims 1-20, 25, 26, 30, 32-33, 35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

The specification only describes a film (and method of making said film) which has a 
monoaxially oriented cap film adhered to a biaxially oriented polypropylene base layer, said base 
layer and cap film sharing one axis of orientation. However, the claims are directed to a film 
(and method of making said film) which contains a cap film which has been first monoaxially 
oriented in one direction which is then laminated to a polypropylene base layer which has been 
monoaxially oriented in a different direction (e.g., what is conventionally known as a cross- 
laminated film). 
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8. Claims 1-20, 25, 26, 30, 32-33, 35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
failing to set forth the subject matter which apphcant(s) regard as their invention. Evidence that 
the claims fail(s) to correspond in scope with that which applicant(s) regard as the invention can 
be found in the specification as originally filed. The specification describes a film (and method 
of making said film) which has a monoaxially oriented cap film adhered to a biaxially oriented 
polypropylene base layer, said base layer and cap film sharing one axis of orientation (e.g., page 
10, lines 1-5 of specification; page 17, line 16 to page 18, line 2) and this statement indicates that 
the invention is different fi-om what is defined in the claim(s) because the claims are directed to a 
film (and method of making said film) which contains a cap film which has been first 
monoaxially oriented in one direction which is then laminated to a polypropylene base layer 
which has been monoaxially oriented in a different direction (e.g., what is conventionally known 
as a cross-laminated film).
